We think the ques- 
tion indicates an inadequate concep- 
tion of the essential responsibilities 
of the clergy, for these, it seems to us, 
are serious and difficult enough to ab- 
sorb the time, the mind, and the spirit- 
ual resources of any man devoted to 
them. The pastor of a flock who is en- 
grossed with the care of souls will 
have little time or strength for other 
service, whether as political organizer, 
legislator, or policeman.”—The Chica- 
go Tribune, December 15, 1929.

HERE the Church and State are 

separate as in this country, 
where there is no joint understanding 
between State and Church to pull to- 
gether for the enforcement of law, it 
is not expected that the clergy should 
be law-enforcers out in the open. 
There are countries, such as Mexico, 
where the State goes to the extreme of 
penalizing the clergy for meddling in 
political matters or even for criticiz- 
ing the State in any particular, if it 
be only by calling the attention of the 
people to the negligence of public of- 
ficials in enforcing laws. 

But in the United States the Protes- 
tant churches feel their incompetency 
to accomplish much with the large 
body which never occupies the pews of 
the churches, and therefore is beyond 
the reach of clerical effort. The Pro- 
testant clergy see no way of influenc- 
ing this group, constituting three- 
fifths of the country’s population, ex- 
cept through the enactment of laws by 
the State. In other words they see no 
opportunity of reforming the majority 
of the citizens of the United States 
except by the aid of the civil power. 
Hence they must initiate movements 
for the launching of legislation, sup- 
port politicians who will sponsor the 
same, and then demand the application 
of laws enacted.

The TRIBUNE editor maintains 
that when the clergy occupy them- 
selves with political matters they have 
little time for the “care of souls.”

The Catholic clergy are 80 preoccu- 
pied with the care of souls; with “the 
dispensing of the mysteries of God” 
that they would not have the time, 
even if they felt so disposed, to play 
the role of policemen, or of law-en- 
forcers, or of judges. Throughout the 
centuries they have acted on the the- 
ory that the pulpit in the church must 
not be used except to preach the word 
of God; to exhort the people to obey 
the law of God, and to patronize the 
good things which the Church has in 
her keeping for them. 


It is therefore the renewal 
in an unbloody manner of the sacrifice 
of Christ on Golgotha. 

It combines in itself the four great 
elements of religious worship, namely, 
vioration, propitiation, thanksgiving 
and supplication. Not only the cele- 
brant but the faithful as well assist at 


this sublime sacrifice with the deepest 


sentiments of faith and devotion. 

At the beginning of Mass the visi- 
tor will note that the celebrant while 
still at the foot of the altar recites 
the Confiteor. This prayer is a con- 
fession of one’s unworthiness, calling 
upon the members of the heavenly 
court to witness the acknowledgment 
that “I have sinned exceedingly in 
thought, word and deed, through my 
fault, through my fault, through my 
grevious fault.” The priest recites it 
in his own behalf as an act of pro- 
found humility and of his unworthi- 
ness to perform so sublime a funce- 
tion. The acolyte répeats it in behalf 
of the congregation. 


Influence of Postures 


Note the posture assumed by the 
celebrant while making this act of hu- 
mility. His erect posture changes in- 
stantly. He bows profoundly with 
his face to the ground and remains 
thus during the recitation of the en- 
tire prayer. When in acknowledg- 
ing the fact that he has sinned he ut- 
ters the words, “through my fault, 
through my fault, through my most 
grevious fault,” he strikes his breast 
with his closed hand in additional ex- 
ternal manifestation of his culpability. 

Note how the physical posture thus 
assumed is well adapted to induce the 
corresponding mental attitude, a con- 
ciousness of one’s unworthiness. The 
bent body, the face turned toward the 
ground, the downcast eyes, the strik- 
ing of the breast, serve as so many 
powerful physical stimuli in arousing 
the desired psychical attitude of hu- 
mility.

Continuation of the Pastoral Letter of the 2nd Provincial Coun- 
cil of Cincinnati. 

“3. Rearing children. Dearly beloved Brethren, 
we exhort you to bestow special attention on the pious 
training and religious education of your children. God 
hath given them to you, and He will require their souls at 
your hands. If any one of those little ones, for whom 
Jesus died, perish through your negligence, bad example 
or other faults, you will have to answer for their souls at 
the judgment-seat of God! It were better for you that a 
mill-stone should be placed around your neck, and that 
you should be cast into the sea, than that one of these 
little ones should perish through your culpable neglect of 
so sacred a duty. Begin their training at a very early 
age, when their minds are yet tender and susceptible of 
good impressions; teach them diligently their prayers 
and their catechism, not merely on Sundays, but on every 
day, until they will become well instructed in their re- 
ligion; see that they go regularly to church, and go along 
with them yourselves, in order the more effectually to 
secure their attendance; keep them out of bad company, 
for evil communications corrupt good morals; give them 
good example in word and in deed, for children are very 
observant of the conduct of their parents, and are much 
more easily influenced by example than by words; edu- 
cate them and furnish them with good and wholesome 
reading; watch carefully over their morals, especially 
when they will be near the age of puberty; take particu- 
lar pains to direct them wisely in the choice of a state of 
life, upon which their future so much depends; and if 
they desire to embrace the married state, see in time that 
they choose wisely and in accordance with the laws of the 
holy Catholic Church, that they be not too strongly tempt- 
ed to marry those who are not of the true faith, or those 
who are within the prohibited degree of kindred; in one 
word, remember how very responsible is the position of 
a parent, and take care to discharge faithfully the mani- 
fold duties necessarily growing out of that relation. 

“Unhappy marriages, and those not sanctioned by 
the church, which are generally such, are becoming, alas! 
too frequent among us, and the blame lies chiefly at the 
door of parents, who neglect the early education of their 
children, and then often find out, when it is too late, that 
the latter have become ungovernable, and that, instead of 
being consolation to their parents, they are likely to bring 
their, grey hairs to sorrow down to the grave! In nine 
cases out of ten, these misfortunes result from the culp- 
able neglect of parents.

Body Protests Acts 
Of Atheistic Reds 


Prague, Czechoslovakia — Despite 
abortive: Communistic outbreaks in- 
tended to incite riots, a recent meet- 
ing of the Czechoslovak Section of 
the International Union against the 
Third International, a non-Catholic or- 
ganization, called to protest the re- 
ligrious persecutions in Soviet Russia. 
was held here last week in one of the 
biggest assembly halls in the city. 
Representatives from all the Slav na 
tions, numerous lecturers, authorities 
Russian affairs and distinguished 
Catholic personages were present at 
meeting and made addresses. 

Msgr. Andrew Hlinka, Protonotary 
Apostolic and veteran Catholic leader 
in this country spoke of the daily 
cruelties against believers in Russia. 
Other lecturers were Deputies V. 
Mystivee and Haijn; Senator Victor 
Dyk, well-known writer; and Mrs. 
Smolarova-Capkova, representing the 
League of Slav Women. 

Stray Communist youths attempted 
to break up the meeting by throwing 
ill-smelling bombs and fire crackers 
inte the assembled throng. One of 
the Communists interrupted the ad- 
dress of the Most Rev. Kordac, Arch- 
bishop of Prague, with a cheer for 
the Soviets. Police, however, were 
called and dispelled the groups of 
would-be rioters. The people remain- 
ed to listen to the progress of the 
meeting until late into the night. 

Deputy Myslivee praised the action 
of the Holy Father “in breaking the 
European silence” on the Russian 
Govermment’s repressions, prior to 
‘which “suffering Christianity in Rus- 
sia had been ignored.”
